Siberian Exiles. 


BERLIN, March 15.—Dispatches have been 
received from Tousk, the Central Siberian 
Depot for prisoners, which give the number 
of prisoners now there and some idea of their 


condition. The prison now holds 490 healthy 
and 275 sick exiles, butin 1886the number of 
prisoners brought there was 16,16 of whom 
only 14,866 were transported further into the 
interior. The number that arrived in 1887 was 
14,277 and in 1888, 15,015. In 1889, up to Sep- 
tember, they took over 12,000. In 1887 they 
took to the interior 13,522, in 1888 14,239 and 
in 1889 1:,000. The official report says that on 
account of the condition of the prison many of 
the sick bad to be placed on cotsinthe open 
alr, and numbers of them died from exposure. 


Revolt in Afghanistan. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 15.—Intelligence has 
just been received here from Cabul, the cap- 
ital of Afghanistan, that a revolution against 
Abdurrabman Khan, the Ameer, broke out in 
that country. Among those concerned in it 
were a number of the courtiers of the Ameer. 
Several of them were captured by the troops, 
who remained loyal, and were beheaded by 
the order of the Ameer. Other courtiers im- 
plicated in the revolt fied to Russian territory. 
At last accounts they, with a number of other 
revolters, who also fied to Russia, were gath- 
ering on the frontier of Afghanistan. 


Strikes in England. 


LONDON, March 15.—The engineers employed 
on the West River bave joined in the strike of 
the engineers on the Tees and Tyne for a re- 
duction of the hours of labor. The coal 


miners in Yorkshire, Lancashire and Derby- 
shire struck work to-davfor an advance of 
wages. Anumber of the masters in those 
counties have already acceded to the demands 
of the men. 

The dock laborers here who are now on 
strike have assumed such a menacing attitude 
that orders have been issued for the troops to 
be held in readiness to suppress any demon- 
stration that may occur. The authorities 
have also ordered the closing of all the inns. 

Twelve thousand Birminghamshire miners 
have joined in the strike for an advance of 
wages. They held a mass-mecting to-day and 
decided to adhere to their demands.

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THE RISING WATERS. 


FURTHER ADDITIONS TO THE GREAT 
FLOODS SINCE YESTERDAY. 


Where the Water Came From That Raised 
the Great Rivers to Such Heights—Five 
Days. Rainfall From the Mouth of the 
Mississippi to the Head of the Ohio. 


The st@tling prediction of Chief Signal 
Officer Greeley that the flood on the Lower 
Mississippi would continue, and would be the 
greatest flood ever known, carried consterna- 
tion into the cities on the river that are now 
but a few tenths above the flood. Every city 
or landing on the river bas a mark measuring 
the highest water ever known at those points, 
butall of these marks were not made in one 
year. Norwere any large number of them 
made atthe sametime. The highest water at 
Cairo was in 1883. The highest water at Padu- 
cah, fifty miles away, was made in 1884. Mem- 
phis got its highest record in 1882, 
and New Orleans remembers 1856 as 
the time of its highest flood. 
Nearly every other place has a different 
year for its highest water. But the prospect 
now is that all of these marks will be over- 
come by the flood of 1890. Thatis the remark- 
able feature of this flood. From Cairo south 
there are not a dozen places with a mark 
above the present stage. This would not 
have occurred had it not been for 

" HE RAINS OF THE PRESENT WORK. 
The water was high in tne  Ohlio— 
over danger line at many place —and 
some rain on the Lower Mississipp! added to 
the flood as it came out of the Ohio, and for 
some days there was a littie danger. Then 
the Ohio began to decline, its tributaries fell, 
and there seemed to be no prospect of further 
rises. But on Sunday of this week rain began 
to fall in quantities from Fort Smith, Ark., to 
Pittsburg, Pa. The rain guuges showed a 
fall of 3.16 inches at Fort Smith, 2.84 
inches at Springfield, Mo., 1.80 inches at 
Cairo, 1.22 inches at Indianapolis, 2.423 inches 
at Louisville, .90 of an inch at Oincimnati and 
.44 of an Inch at Pittsburg. The rain continued 
the next day, being heaviest on the Lower 
Mississipp! and the Upper Ohio. The same 
was true of Tuesday. Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. Yesterday the rain was light along the 
rivers and to-day at nearly every point the 
sun is shining.

The Welk Kuows Colered Pastor and Poli- 
tician on the Verge of Dissolution. 


Rev. Commodore Decatur, pastor of the 
Compton Hill Colored Baptist Church and a 
Republican politician of much local renown, 
is lying at the point of death at 
his home, near Compton avenue and 


La Salle street. His physicians have about 

lven up all hope of his recovery. He estab- 
ished the Compton Hill Church over twenty 
years ago, and has zealously looked to the 
spiritual and political. welfare of his congre= 
gation ever since. He is over 60 years of age 
and has been a preacher ever since he at- 
tained his majority.

Mrs. Margaret Noonan and her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Johanna Hogat, both widows, and 
Annie Burns, II years old, were killed. Mrs, 
John Ahern and infant, Thomas Laurenson 
and Mrs. Patrick Canfield, Jr., were injured, 


called out and the bodies of the dead were 
taken from the rulns. A mass of clay and 
earth fifty feet deep siid down from the bil - 
side, The progress of the slide was stayed 
by a new brick house on the opposite side of 
Havermans avenue and against which the 
alide swept the ruins of Canfleld’s house, 

Bhere were sixteen persons in the Canfield 
House, the tirst bullding destroyed. In the 
Lawrenson House seven persons were sieep- 
ing. That one of the inmates of the houses 
escaped is most remarkabie. But for the solid 
foundations of a new brick house on the west 
side of the avenue the sliding masse would 
have continued to Hill street and perhaps 
farther. 

The survivors and their neighbors agree 
that the crash came somewhere between 2:80. 
and 3 o’clock. There was no warning. In- 
mates of dwellings in the path of the destroy 
ing mass were quietly sleeping. Their sensa- 
tions upon awakening, as the bullding gave 
way and they were carried down beneath the 
were terrible in the extreme.

PROTECTION EYE-OPENERS 

The free trade “bugaboo’’ which was 
dangled before the eyes of the working- 
men in the last presidential campaign 
has become à protection reality. The 
glowing promises of high wages and 
plenty under protection are unfulfilled. 
On the other hand, much of the misery 
which it was predicted would follow a 
tariff reform victory has followed protec- 
tion success. 

Failures of manufacturing enterprises, 
strikes and lockouts are numerous. In 
San Francisco a Citizens’ Relief Commit- 
tee has been formed to give systematic 
aid to unemployed workingmen; the 
farmers are plunged in debt and distress; 
at Scranton, Pa., a relief committee has 
been formed to keep the unemployed 
miners trom starvation; gaunt misery 
stalks among the homes of workingmen 
in great industrial centers. Master Work- 
man POWDERLY gives this picture of a 
miner’s mode of living at Scranton in the 
New York World: 

Imagine what the fare must be of a family 
that is depending on $% a month. Economists, 
those who advise .workingmen to practice 
economy, should do as I did last Wednesday 
evening—eat supper with a miner who had 
nothing on the table for his family of seven 
but cornmeal mush and water. While sitting 
at the table he told me that during the presi- 
dential campaign the miners were warned not 
to vote for CLEVELAND, or they would bave to 
live on mush and milk. 

„„ Well, said he, ‘‘CLEVELAND was de- 
feated, but the mush came around, and we 
don’t get the milk that would have accom- 
panied it had it been otherwise. We don’t get 
enough of the mush now. 

Mr. POWDERLY remarks further that 
there is no tariff on cheap Slavonian 
labor and it is being imported every day. 
He touches here that fallacy of protection 
that it makes high wages because it en- 
ables employers to give high wages. 
Wages are not regulated by the profits of 


|} employers but by the supply and demand 


of labor. It is entirely possible for the 
price of goods in a particular industry to 
be extramely high, and the rate of wages 
to be extremely low at the same time 
Employers pay only what they have to 
pay. 

But pitifal as the condition of many 
working people is, it is serving the ex- 
cellent purpose of opening the eyes of 
others tothe deceptions of the monopolists. 
It is paving the way for the triumph of 
tariff reform,

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TRE LOGIC OF THE SITUATION. 

One other movein the Noland case is 
absolutely incumbent upon the State 
authorities in order to satisfy the people, 
vindicate the law, clear the Democratic 
party of the charge of concealing official 
rascality and meet the demands of duty:

cealing the crime, if such guilt there be, 
shall be fixed, no matter who may be 
involved. The law must be enforced and 
the premium of immunity from punish- 
ment removed from looting the State 
Treasury. The law is plain, the crime 
clearly revealed and the duty of the au- 
thorities to themselves, the people and 
the party unmistakable. 

The Administration has no choice in 
this matter if it would be saved from con- 
demnation: To allow NOLAND to go his 
way untried and unpunished would be an 
admission that the guilt does not belong 
entirely to him, but that there is criminal 
neglect or actual orime on the part of 
other officials, which the Administration 
is anxious to cover. J

FUN FOR THE DOCTORS. | 


HYPNOTISM AS PRACTICED BY TWO 
BROTHERS IN NEW YORE. 


How the Elder Learned the Secret of His 
Power Over His Weaker-Minded Rela- 
tive—A Seance in Which Skeptical Medi- 
eal Men Were Cenvinced That It Was

HE Herald this morn- 
ing presents this: A 
crowd of learned doc- 
tors had fun with 
Walter Wakefield yes- 
terday at No. 187 
Bowery. Hypnotism 
was what they called 
it, but to the ordinary 
American profession- 
al observer it looked 
worse than seventeen 
hangings, and is only 
7 equaled by a tortur - 
ing bee bya tribe of 
Apaches, as described in the dime novel of 
boyhood. Yet Walter Wakefield, when he 
had awaked from his trance, or stop, or 
whatever it was, said he did not mind it a bit 
—in fact, he rather enjoyed it. : 

Now, when you enjoy having your neck dis- 
located and needles run through your arms 
and the M. D.’s finger run persuasively over 
your paked eye-ball, there is something about 
hypnotism that appeals to the inner con- 
sciousness of the average doctor as chocolate 
cream drops to the palate of blooming maid- 
enbood. 

To begin at the beginning. Fred J. Wake- 
field and Walter Wakefiela are brethren of 25 
and A years respectively, who dwell together 
In unity. They began the dwelling business 
down Eastin Maine, but removed to New 
York afew monthbsago. The elder brother is 
a sturdy chap with a determined straight- 
forward way of carrying himself and an vi- 
dent possession of a strong will pawer. Wal- 
ter, the hypnotisee, is of more siender build, 
and seemsborn to obey rather than com- 
mand. His features aud manner betoken one 
ofa yielding nature, and it he were on ship- 
board you would expect to hearhim say, 
Aye, aye, sir, rather than Get aloft there, 
you lubber.’’ 

HOW IT CAME aBOUT. 

According to brother Fred’s story, the two 
were engaged in a discussion not many days 
azo which ended in a hot dispute.

RED FIRE PLUGS. 


They Are Not for the Use of SprinKling 
Contractors—City Hall Matters. 


Yesterday afternoon a force of men went to 
work with paint pots and brushes and 
painted a number of fre plugs in all 
parts of the city a bright red color.®Those 


who noticed this wondered what it meant. 
Some supposed that it was an advertising 
scheme and wondered why tne city author!- 
tles permitted it. An explanation was given 
for thie by Street Commissioner Burnet this 
morning. Heretofore the sprinkling con- 
tractors have been using these plugs at will 
and insome oases left them in such shape 
thatthe fremen were delayed when it be- 
came necessary for them to use them. 
To guard against this in the future it 
was decided to paint the plugs that 
are not to be used so as to distinguish them 
from the others. The sprinkling contractors 
will be expected to instruct their drivers go 
they will use only those hydrants designated 
for them hereafter.

The street sprinkling season began this 
morning, but there was no sprinkling on ac- 
count of the cold wave. The streets in many 
parts of the city were very dusty, 


but it was deemed wiser to let 
the dust nuisance continue than sprinkling 
the streets and make them as met 6p Bo 
jass. Ifthe temperature is above the freez- 
ng point to-morrow the carts will be ordered 
outandthe dustsoon laid. Every arrange- 
ment had been made to begiuthis morning 
andthe work would have been ordered on 
had it not been forthe chilling northwestern 
biasts.

JUDGE DAVIS’ FORTUNE. 


How the Richest Man in Montana Amassed 
His Wealth—His Heirs. 


By Telerravh to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

Naw York, March 15.—A large share of the 
big fortune of Judge John J. Davis, the rich- 
est man in Montana, who died last Tuesday in 
Butte, willcome to New York heirs. Judge 
Davis left an estate of more than $7,000,000 and 


Erwin Davis, and his nephew, Henry A. Root, 
both lawyers of this city. Judge Davis’ 


career in Montana was one of fabulous good 
fortune. He went there in 1864, when the 
territory was as much a wilderness as was 
California in . There was a mining excite- 
ment there that year similar to the California 
fteen years fore. Jud 
previously lived in Iowa. * 
a Democrat, and in the dark 
days of 1864 he became convihced that the 
country was in a bad way. So he pulled up 
stakes, packed all his available possessions 
in two or three carts and started off over the 
plains towards the Montana mines. When he 
reached the camps he sold his goods for four 
times what they had cost him, and he then 
had a fair capital to start on. Finally when 
he had disposed of all but a half broken- 
Gown horse a miner came along who was 
down on his luck.“ He made Davis this 
‘proposition: ‘‘Say, stranger, I’m going back 
ast. I’ve gota claim back here that I can’t 
afford to work any longer, but I believe any- 
body with a little money would make a good 
thing out ot it. I’ve got to give it up and 
walk back East. But the walking is not good, 
and if 4 1 will trade that white horse of yours 
I’ll make over the claim to you. 

Davis investigated a little and closed the 
bargain. He spent his available capital in 
developing the mine and it became the 
famous Lexington, one of the richest of that 
region. Mr. Davis took a fortune from it 
yearly for twenty years, and five years ago he 
sold it to Baring Bros. of London, acting for a 
French syndicate, for $1,000,000 in cash and 25 

r cent of the stock. Since thenthe mine 

as paid $1,600,000 in dividends. During the 

ast Ofteen years Mr. Davies greatly increased 

is interests in the mining resources of Mon- 
tana and he was wonderfully fortunate. A 
yearago he sold to the Butte Mining Co. 
of Boston for $750,000 cash and . 
in stock a mining company which cost him 
a comparatively 8 sum. He remarked 
to one of his friends in New York when ona 
visit here last year, that it be could lIive ten 
years longer he thought he should be worth 
some money. He owned the Butte National 
Bank, and a large share of the Helena 
National Bank. Judge Davis was one ot the 
foremost men of Montans, but he was never 
in public life. He was one of the most ener- 
getic of the determined body of early settlers 
who stamped outcrime and tamed the out- 
laws of Montana. The Vigilance Committee 
of which he was a member made the mining 
camps of Montana far safer from the depreda- 
tions of thieves and blacklegs than are the 
streets of New York or +! other big city. 
Frow his connection with this 
gine of justice came his title of ‘‘the judge.’’ 

About a 2 ago Judge Davis’ health ee 
to fail. @ planned to go to Europe this 
spring, but he went further West instead. He 
was caught in a snow blockade, and was fin- 
ally taken to a hotel in Tacoma, where he was 
— — sometime. He died of paralysis of the 

rain.

THE CONNARD CHILDREN. 
A VICTORY FOR THE WOMEN’S HUMANE 
SOCIETY WON IN COURT TO-DAY. 


The Society Will Place the Children in an 
Orphan’s Mome, But the Father May 
Call and See Them—Four Divorce Suits— 
An Injunction Against the Postal Tele- 
graph Co.—Wants to Enjoin His Wife— 
Judge Klein’s Rulings—Notes. 


The Woman’s Humane Soclety practically 
won their case in the Probate Court this 
morning in the matter of caring for the Con- 
nard ohildren, over which there has been @ 
vigorous contest. These are the little girls 
Alice and Aggie,8 and 6 years of age, ro- 
spectively,. who were discovered by the 
Humane Society living with their father in 
a deserted outhouse of the old Insane Asylum 
on the City Farm adjoining the new Insane 
Asylum. The house they were living in when 
found was partially roofless, floorless and had 
no windows or sashes. There was a portion 
of roof and floor left where the littie ones 
buddied on a bed of straw and rags 
and was kept warm by a horde of hungry 
dogs, who made the tumble-down shanty 
their home. The bed and clothing of the 
children were saturated with rain and snow. 
The father of these children, Louis Connard, 
claims to be areal estate curbstone broker 
and that he did not make 
enough money to properly feed or 
clothe the littie ones but hoped to secure a 
better home forthem soon. He left them in 
the hovel early in the morning and returned 
late at night with food, the children in the 
meantime being left to cast about for them- 
selves. The neighbors, though poor, took 
the children by turns and cared 
for them during the day. After rescuing 
them from death, which would certainly 
have carried the little girls off before 
spring, the Humare Society secured a tempo- 
rary orderfrom Judge Woerner to care for 
them and the case was

RKANSAS CITY,

The 

passengers on the 

cattlemen’s spe- 

celal train from 

Fort Worth yester- 

day were treated 

to a sight that was 

notatall cheering. For fifty miles on each 

side of the track the grass had been fired by 

the boomers, and was burning fiercely from 

the north to the south lines. A meeting was 

hastily called in the rear Pullman car, E. M. 

Havens being elected chairman. A commit- 

tee was appointed to prepare a telegram to 

send to Washington requesting military inter- 

ference. What good it could do, however, 

was notexplained. Mr. Havens, looking out 

of the window, seeing the burning prairies, 

the long lines of covered wagons, threw up 

his hands and said, It's all up with us, boys, 

the boomers have got the strip. Good bye, 
Indian Terriory.’’ 

LAYING OUT TOWN SITES. 

At Ponca and Willow Springs town site 
boomers had commenced the erection of 
smailframe houses. Leaving the train and 
riding through the campson horseback was 
interesting. The boomers are mostly single 
men, though some of them have families with 
them. Inqutries madeof the boomers as to 
the reason forthe Invasion brought the reply 
thatthe Strip was open, as the Perkins bill 
had passed. When informed that this was a 
mistake theysaid they proposed to remain 
anybow. Capt. Cavanaugh, who left Guthrie 
witha smaliforce of United States troops, 
telegraphed department headquarters at Fort 
Leavenworth as to the Invasion. His small 
force will not be able to do anything. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

Just how the Invasion caine to be made so 
generally cannot be fully explained by people 
nere, especially as it develops that the move- 
ment was premature and that the opening of 
the strip yot awaits the action of the Senate 
andthe President. The boomers have been 
gathering fora month, however, ever since 
the cattlemen were ordered out by the Presi- 
dent. The temporary objective points were 
rivers and oreeks on the frontier. Here the 
settlers organized boomer organizations, and 
planned so as to have united action in 


moving into thestrip. Thursday night a tel- 
egram came that the bill opening the strip had 
passed. It was II o’clock, and the camps 
were quiet in sleep. The boomers were out 
ina moment, however, and running about 


halt dressed. 
THE RUSH BEGINS. 

Arush was made for the general merchan- 
dise stores inthetown. The shutters, which 
had been put up for the night, were pulled 
down, and in a few moments all the stores 
were doing a land office business. supplies 
were laid in for a good stay, the prairie 
schooners were rigged up, the horses hastily 
harneesed andthe traces hitched. The sun 
had just appeared when the first whip was 
oracked over the leaders, and the long line of 
warons started into the strip. The rush con- 
tinued all day, and as the word was passed to 
other points the Arkansas City boemers were 
reinforced by thousands. 


The President’s Proclamation. 


Wasninoton, D. C., March 15.—The Presi- 
dent this afternoon issued the following no- 


tice: 
To Whom it May Concern: 

The lands known as the Cherokee Strip are 
not open to settiement. The bill pending in 
Congress and intended to provide a oivil gov- 
ernment for the country known as Oklahoma 
does not provide for opening the Cherokee 
Strip or outlet to settliement,and has not as yet 
received the votes of the two Houses of 
Congress, or the approval of the President. 
The entrance of settlers upon these lands is 
unlawful and all persons are bereby warned 
against entering thereon. When these lands 
shall become open to settlement prompt pub- 
lic notioe will be given of that fact, but in the 
meantime it is my duty to eschide all persons 
theretrom, and those who enter unlawfully 
Will only involve themseives in upprofitabie 
trouble, as they will be immediately removed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—The Pres!- 
dent has appointed ex-Senator Cameron of 
Wisconsin a member of the Commission to 
negdtiate for the cession to the 
United States of the Cherokee and 
other Indian lands in the Indian Terr!- 
toy Vice-Gen. Lucius Fairchild, resigned. 
This appointment lle the only vacancy in 
the commission. The members of the com- 
mission willarrive in Washington within a 
tew days to receive instructions from the Sec- 
retary ofthe Interior, after which negotia- 
tions with the Cherokees will be immediately 
resumed.

Misseuri Matters—Pestal Telegraph Scheme 
Fur Seal Fishing Lease. 
Fr Telegraph to the Post-Disratcr. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Maroh 15.—On yester- 
day Congressman Wade was unable to meet 
his appointment at the State Department to 
urge the claims of Percy Boyd for a foreign 
consulship. Mr. Wade took advantage of time 
to-day, however, and called in Mr. Boyd’s 
behalf. It is one thing to obtain the favora- 
bie recommendation of the State Department 
and another to secure the President’s ap- 
proval. Mr. Wade will push the matter until 
he gets a decision for or against his candidate. 

The friends of Mr. Wallace whom Mr. Wade 
opposed for the Melbourne consulship now 
are of the opinion that his efforts were to 
secure a clear course for his own constituent. 

The Stanberry vost-office appointment is not 
to be revoked. Mr. Tomblin and Congress- 
man Wade as introducer called upon the 
President yesterday, but received no satisfac- 
tion. The Post-office Department informed 
Mr. Tomblin that to secure the revocation of 
Capt. Williams’ commission as postmaster 
the consent of Maj. William Warner wouid 
have to be obtained. Mr. Tomblin telegraphed 
Maj. Warner, whoin turn sent word to the 
department that he would stand by the Cap- 
tain.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. March 15.—A meeting

STRUCK BY A WATERSPOUT. 


The Ocean Steamer Slavonia Eacounters 
One on the Atlantic. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPraTcr. 

New YorK, March 15.—The Sunof this morn- 
ing hasastory ot an encounter on Sunday 
last ot the steamer Slavonia with a water- 
spout while 900 miles out from here at sea. 
The big vessel was heading west by north, 
when at7o’clock Second Mate Erichsen, who 
was on the bridge, saw emerge through the 
mist on the starboard side of theship at the 


distance of about a thousand t a lowering 
colump ieh united sea andsky. The co!l- 
umn was some distance in front of the ship to 
starboard and was moving in a southeasterly 
direction,apparently at the rate of eight knots 
an hour. 

Although the Slavonia was running nine 
and a half knots, the column seemed likely to 
pass in front of the steamship when their 
paths crossed. Accordingly Erichsen did not 
try to alter the course of the Sisvonia, mbes 
he would not alter it had he known ship an 
spout were sure to meet, for he had é¢ncoun- 
tered waterspouts before and was not afraid 
of them. 

On rushed the Slavonia, heading west by 
north; nearer came the waterspout, heading 
south by east. It soon became evident that 
the waterspout could not get by before the 
Slavonia reached it and it was now too late to 
slow u indeed a collision was manifestiy 
unavoidable from the start. It hit the steam- 
er’s bow on the starboard side. A rushing 
noise accompanied the column, and the water 
toamed in its wake. Immediately above was 
a great black cloud, from which clouds less 
dark descended to form a funnel, or inverted 
cone. The middle of the column was white, 
apparently because it contained snow. The 
whole column rotated with a spiral motion. 

The waterspout took all the wind out of the 
forestay sail of the steamer, which went 
blind, but the schooner sali still kept full and 

resentiy the forestay sail filled again. The 
Biavonia shook under the shock caused by 
contact with the column of water, but kept 
on her course none the worse for the col- 
lision. A few flakes of snow on her prow were 
the only evidence of the collision after the 
pillar of water had passed off to port. The 
vessel was uninjured but the waterspout was 
wrecked, and in fifteen minutessank out of 
sight in the misty distance.

WILL LOSE HIS ARM. 


A Professor's Mishap While Illustrating a 
Surgical Operation. 


Br Telegraph te the Post-Dispaton. 

NEw Tonk, March 15.—While Prof. George 
Tuttle was illustrating an abdominal oper- 
ation of a subject before a number of students 
in the dissecting rooms of Roosevelt Hospital 
on Wednesday morning, he sustained inju- 
ries that are liable to lose him his right arm. 
The operation bad been nearly<omplileteda, 
and Dr. Tuttle was sewing up the incision 
when he accidentally run the needle into bis 
right hand. He thought nothing of the 
wound atthe time, but bathed it and cauter- 
ized it as a precautionary measure to 
prevent blood poisoning. He continued the 
operation and whenithad been compieted 
returned home. The band began to swell on 
Thursday morning avd evidences of blood 
poisoning became visibie. He called in sev 
eral ofthis associates, but in spite of their ef- 
forts the hand continued toswell rapidly and 
the inflammation was communicated to the 
arm, which had by last night swelled to twice 
ite natural size. 

A consultation of physicians was called, and 
ifthe arm does not improve by this morning 
it will be necessary to resort to amputation to 
gave the doctor’slife. Dr. Tuttie is one of 
the best known abdominal operators among 
the surgeons of this country and is professor 
of that branch at Roosevelt Hospital. Should 
it be necessary to resort to amputation to save 
his life it will practically put an end to his 
career. °

New Tork Tribune, who 
paid a visit there re- 
cently, has the follow 
ingtosay: Of all the 
horses trained in the 
immediate neighbor- 
hood of this city those 
of Capt. Brown give 
the best promise, and 
from what was seen 
yesterday it is ex- 
= tremely likely that the 
mM consistent good form 
shown by the Captain’s 
lj representatives last 
year will be main- 
tained during the coming season. It will be 
remembered that many of Capt. Brown's 
2-year-olds at that time, while coming last 
spring from their headquarters in Mobije, 
were attacked at Washington with influenza 
and were judiciously thrown up forthe sea- 
son. By dint of the gentlest and most careful 
treatment Rogers has been enabled to bring 
them round into perfect health, and they have 
now developed into a remarkably fine lot of 
3-year-olds. 

One that is bound to attract the attention of 
all good judges is a good-looking dark bay 
son of Longlellow—Rosemary, who is built on 
the lines ofa high-class racehorse. His su- 
perb quarters, sloping shoulders, short back, 
shapely head and neck, deep body, well 
set on legs like barsofiron, and his gen- 
erally fine, blood-like appearance, stamp him 
as a horse of high quality. 

‘*I never had a better looking or more rac- 
Ing-like colt,“ sald Rogers yesterday. He 
has grown and filled out amazingly since last 
fall, Dutiike all the Longfellows, he wants 
plenty of time to develop, and I don’t mean to 
hurry him. He can now be putinto active 
training, and the same may be said of all my 
lot. Devend upon it whenever that Rosemary 
colt runs the rest ofthe feld will know that 
they have been to the races. 

Another dark bay colt by Longfellow—Anne 
Boleyn, though not so good looking as his 
half-brother, is built all over like a race 
horse and should pay “for following. 
Other dark S8-year-olds are the filly by 
Springbok—Genevieve, the colt by Pow- 
hatan—Lady Jane, and a powerfully built 
rangy looking son of Ten Broeck. All these 
are ready for training and will be early to 
hand. Senorita has grown and filled out con- 
siderably since last season, and is now in ap- 
pearance one of the bandsomest fillies on 
either side of the Atlantic. Reply, a happily 
named and racing-like 4-year-old brown colt, 
by Enquirer—Bonnie Park, could not be 
trained last year, but Rogers said yes- 
terday that as a ?2-year-old he was 
ten or fifteen pounds better than Senorita. 
He is now well and will be seen 
out this season. Buddhist has grown littie. 
He has, however, filled out into one of the 
most powerful 8-year-olds in training and 
looks the picture of health. Of Defaulter, 
whose beautiful chestnut coat shines like 
satin, the same may be said, and he is as 
lively and frisky as a kitten. 

„One thing I haye found out about him,“ 
sald Rogers, is that he does not like to run 
two races in close succession.’’ 

„ A. B. snows a little more length and 
reach than last yearand is now an exception- 
ally good epecimen of a é-year-old, but Cor- 
tez, who was a useful horse last year, bas 
scarcely grown at all. Reporter, good as he 
was last year, will surprise those who see him 
this season by the vast improvement be shows 
everywhere, and he now fills the eye asa 
really beautiful colt. Like nearly all the Eu- 
quirers, he gets better with age. An exceed- 

ly promising 2-year-old is a daughter of 
the imported Kichmond—Virginia, who wants 
alot of time for development, but shouid 
ultimately become a good 83-year-old. 
Her magnificent quarters and shoulders, 
powerful neck and deep body set on 
hard sinewy legs speak eloquently in her 
favor. She inherits the plain head of ber sire 
and that is ber only drawback. A sweet look- 
ing filly, shapely and full of quality, is the 
Himyar and Jewel, who is built more tor 
speed than staying. Space will not admit of 
any extended inention of otbers in this stable, 
but they all reflect the higest credit upon the 
judgement of Capt. Brown and the acknow!l- 
edged skill of his trainer. The entire string, 
headed by Reporter and Buddhist, did walk- 
ing oxercise on the tan path under the shed. 
The Covington boys were on Reporter and 
Buddhist, and afterward George Covington 
had the leg up on the Rosemary colt, of whom 
he seemed very fond. 

David T. Pulsifer gave a Tribune reporter a 
kindly welcome and readily took him round 
his stable. Interest, of course, centers in the 
great Tenny, who has scarcely grown, but in 
other respects has made the necessary im- 
provement. Heis very fat and wants a lot of 
work, but as he comes readily to hand, 
‘*Bnip’’ Donovan, Mr. Pulsifer’s trainer, can 
bave bim ready for racing whenever he is 
wanted. The 2-year-olds in this lot are not of 
much account, but Ralph Bayard and Ona- 
way have grown into good-looking 8-year- 
olde. Coots, who greatly resembies her sire, 
Prince Charlie, isnow as prettya filly as one 
could wish to see, and Mr. Pulsifer regards 
her as being several pounds better than last 

ear. She should improve on ber previous 
orm. Brother Ban looks as bright as a star, 
and although he is6years old, may yet as- 
tonish those who regard him as only little 
better than a piater. 

In the Beverwyck stable, over which the 
Campbells preside, Lavinia Beile is still lame 
and will not be abe to race for a considerable 
time. Castaway II ie in good work and has 
flied out a little, although he has not grown 
much. He will be ready whenever wanted. 
There is nothing else much above plating 
form in this lot, but they will nearly all prob- 
ably fulfil their — destiny of pickin 
up little races and thus earning their hay andl 
corn. 

James Gray has a tair- looking lot of young- 
sters by Faustus, and although they are all 
more or less lacking in quality they are ail 
bullt for racing, and there is a hardy wear- 
and-tear look about them which suggests 
that they will pay their way in third-rate 
company. A really fine coltin this string is 
Quarter Streteh, a son of Faustus and Tinsel, 
‘who is averitable Triton among his stable 
companions. He is good all over, but his con- 
formation is indicative of great speed rather 
than staying power. 

In the genial Snedeker’s string, Charle 
Dreux, who last year downed Firenzi an 
brought’ off a good thing for those who are 
eternally looking for something to beat a 
popular idol, looks well and shows a good 
deal more quality than last year. 

George Forbes is hard at work

MURPRY AND WARREN. 


An Unsatisfactory Meativg for the Feather- 
weight Championship of the World. 


SAN Francisco, Cal,, March 15.—Billy Mur- 
phy of Australia, who recenSly defeated Ike 
Weir, the Belfast Spider, and Tommy Warren 
of California, met before the Occidental Club 
last night foe a purse of $1,800 and the feather- 
weight championship of the world. Despite 
the fact that Murphy had difficulty in reducing 
himself to 118 pounds, and that Warren was 


in prime condition, the Australian had the 
call in the betting at odds of 100 to 70. Danny 
Needham, the St. Paul lightweight, 
referee.

Finally the men clinched, wrestied 
and fell to the floor, whilethe referee was 
vainly endeavoring to separate them. Mur- 
phy was on top with his knees pressing heav- 
ily on Warren’s stomach. When he arose 
Warren remained on the floor holding his 
stomach as if in great palin. Cries of foul 
were setup by Warren’s friends. The Cali- 
fornian did not arise until over ten seconds 
had elapsed and Murphy was seated in his 
corner, supposing the fight to be over. The 
referee’s decision could not be heard in the 
din whieh ensued, and Murphy approached 
Warren and the men resumed fighting. A 
blow on the jaw floored Warren and, as the 
latter was rising, the police broke into the 
ring and stopped the fight. 

Then there was more confusion and cries of 
‘*foul’’ went up from Warren’s friends. In 
vain did the referee attemptto announce his 
decision. When the noise had finally sub- 
sided sufficientiy for him to be heard he 
stated that he awarded the fight to Murphy.

FORTY-ONE PRISONERS 


ARRAIGNED TO-DAY IN THE ORIMINAL 
COURT TO ANSWER INDICTMENTS. 


Six of the Defendants Acknowledge Their

turned in the final report handed down by the 
March Grand-jury on yesterday, were brought 
into court and records made of the pleas en- 
tered by them in the cases at Interest. 

Six of these defendants acknowledged their 
guilt. One of these was Edward Burke. The 
defendant stood charged with  bur- 
giary in the second degree 
and larceny. On December 5, 1889, he entered 
the residence of Charles Herbert, 2015 South 
Broadway, and stole a dog valued at & and $25 
in money. Judge Normile permitted the de- 
fendant to plead guilty to petit larceny and 
sentenced him to serve one year in the Work- 
house. Burke will be remembered tn connec- 
tion with the famous Willie Maler case, he be- 
ing one of the three dog catchers who caught 
the boy , 

WITH A WIRE. 
He with the other defendants, Guerke and 
Angelrodt, were tried in the Criminal Courton 
the charge of assault to do great bodily harm. 
They were convicted by the jury and sen- 
tenced to serve three months each in jail. A 
recommendation was also made that the five 
months which the men had spentin jail pre- 
vious to the trial be taken as sufflelent pun- 
ishment. The defendants were then released. 

Wm. Bruemmer, charged in two indict- 
ments with burglary in the first degree 
and larceny, 
the charge of burglary in the second degree 
and lorceny in one action. Judge Normile 
sentenced him to flve years in the peniten- 
tiary. Circuit Attorney Ciover then entered a 
nolle prosequl in the second action against 
the man. The offense which Bruemmer ac- 
knowledged was the entering of the residence 
of James H. Bright, 1218 North Market street, 
on the night of January 16 last and stealiug 
three coats and 1 of silverware of 
the total value of a

in connection with this burglary was in the 
fact that Bruemmer after securing his plun- 
der in a cenvenient bandle, broke into the 
pantry and helped himself to the eatabies. 
After gorging hbimeeif he sat down In a chair 
before the fire and went to sleep. In this po- 
sition he was found at daybreak by the ser- 
vant = when she came down to get breaxk- 
fast. he girl at once slipped away without 
alarming the sieeping man, and told Mr. 
Bright. He got out the back way and 
notified the officers at the Fourth 
District Station. Bruemmer when he awoke 
found a pair of hand-cuffs on his wrists. The 
other case against him was one in which he 
was charged with entering the residence of 
William 8. Barker, 1107 Tyler street, on Janu- 
ary 10 and stealing an overcoat,a silk um- 
brella, and a lot of silver knives and forks of 
the value of $60; 

Joseph Winters, charged with burglary in 
the first degree and tarceny, was allowed to 
PLEAD GUILTY 
to the charge of burglary in the second 
degree. On this plea he was sentenced to 
serve three years in the penitentiary. Win- 
ters stood indicted for breaking into the res- 
idence ot William Thome, 1900 North Broad 
way, on the night of January 11 last and steal- 
ing two revolvers, a hat and a quantity of 
clothing of the value of 20. The case against 

him was not a strong one. 

The charge against George Bauer, as showu 
In the indictment, was one of burglary in 
the first degree and larceny. When 
arraigned the defendant said he was guilty of 
grand larceny. Hls plea was accepted, and 
be wassentenced to serve two years in the 
penitentiary. On January 21 last Bauer stole 
a gold watch and chain, a suit of clothing, a 
coat and vest and a pair of slippers from 
John Allbrum, 918 Franklin avenue. 

Walter Brown, charged with grand larceny, 
pleaded xwulity as charged, and usked for 
meroy at the hands of the court. Considering 
his age, Judge Normile gave him the lowest 
sentence under the law and Brown will serve 
two years in the P On February 
19 last the defendant stole a lot of jewelry, a 
lot of clothing and a revolver from Wm. I. 
Schroeder, 1025 Morgan street. 

James Garvin, altas John Green, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of grand larceny as 
indicted and was sentenced to two vears at 
Jefferson City. Garvin, on February 16 last, 
stole a number of dresses from the residence 
of C. A. Poskey, 1720 Olive street. The prop- 
erty has all been recovered. 

The cases in which pleas of not guilty were 
entered were redocketed for trial during the 
latter part of the present month.
